21 . The cost of training including accommodation , books , 
uniforms, boarding and medical trcatment will bc borne 
by the Government. Parents or guardians of cadets will , 
however , be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 80 pm . It in any case a cadet s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet wholly or partly even the expenditure . 
financial masistance upto Rs. 30 p .m . may be granted by the 
Government. No cadel whose parent or guardian has an 
income of Rs. 300 pm . or above would be eligible for the 
grant of the financial assistancc. The immovable property 
and other assets and income from all sources are also taken 
into account for determining the eligibility for financial 
a.98istance . 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate desirous of having any 
financial assistance should immediately aftcr his son / ward 
having been finally selected for training at the National 
Defence Academy, submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his District who will with his recommendation 
forward the application to the Director of Military Training, 
Army Headquarters, New Delhi.

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 

NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 
To be passed fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and menta ) 
health and free from any disability likely to Interfere witb 
the clhicient performance of duty . 
2 . It will however be ensured that: 
(a ) there is no evidence of weak constitution , imperfect 

development , serious malformation or obesity . 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of fwac 

tion of the bones or joints. 
(c) there is no impediment of speech . 
(d ) there is no malformation of the head , deformity from 

fracture or depression of the bones of the skill. 
(e) there is no impaired hearing , discharge froin or disease 

of cither car, unhealod perforation of the typende 
membrance or signs of acute or chronic suppurattic 
otitis mcdia or evidonce of radical or modificd xadical 

nakloid operation . 
Note . - A soundly healed perforacion without any ippairment 
of the mobility of the drum and without impairmept of haar 
ing should not be a bar to acceptance of a candidate for the 
Army. 
( f) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 

nose or nasal polypus or discase of the nasopharynx . 
( ) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 

parts of the body and that the thyroid gland is 

normal. 
N . B . - Scars of operations for the removal of tubermulow 

glands are not a cause for rejection provided that there 
has been no active disease within thc preceding 8 

years and the chest is clinıcally and radiologically clear. 
(h ) there is no discase of the throat, palate , tonsil or 

gums or disease or injury affecting the normal function 

of either mandibular joint. 
N . B . Simple hypertrophy of the tonalls , if there lo po 

history of attacks of tonsillitis, in pot a cause for 

rejection . 
(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 

the heart and blood vessels. 
(i) therc is no evidence of pulmonary turberculosis or 

previous history of this discase or any other chronic 

discase of the lungs . 
(k ) therc is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 

system including any abnormality of the liver and 

splcen , 
(1) there is no hernia or tendency thereto . 
( m ) there is no hydrocele , or definite varicocele or any 

other disease or defect of the genital organs. 
N . B . - A candidate who has been operated for a hydrocele 

will be accepted if there are no abpormalitia , ot 
the cord and testicle and there is no evidence of 

filariasis. 
(n ) there is no fistula and /or fissure of the anus or ori 

dence of haemorrhoids. 
(0 ) there is no discase of the kidneys. Casco xboxing 

albuminuria or glycosura will not be accepted . 
( p ) there is no discase of the skin unlca temporary or 

trivial. Scars which by their extent or positign capac 
or are likely to cause disability or parked diagure . 
ment are a cause for rejection .

The value of one scholarship is upto a maximum 
of Rs. 1,000 per annum for the duration of a cadet s stay at 
the National Defence Academy, subject to the cadet making 
satisfactory progress. The scholarship will also be available 
at the Army, Naval Or Air Force training establishment 
where a cadet may be sent for further trainiog after he has 
completed his training at the National Defence Academy. 
The cadets who are granted this scholarship will not be 
entitled to any other financial assistance from the Government.

(1 ) there is no history or evidence of mental dixcas . 

Candidates suffering from epilepsy , incontinence of 

urine, or enurosia will not be accepted . 
(g) there is no quint or morbid condition of the cye 

or of the lidy which is liable to a risk of aggravation 

or recurrence . 
(1) there is no active trachuma or its complications. 
N .B . -- Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 

entry . No . guarantec is given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
tbat the decision whether an operation is desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by their private medical 
adviser , The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense in 

curred . 
3 , Standards for Height, I cight and Chest measurements . 

(a ) Height, - (i) The height of a candidate will be deasured 
by making him stand against thc standard with his feet 
together . The weight should be thrown on the heels and 
not on the toes or outcr sides of the feet, He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard ; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar, and the height will be recorded la inches and quarter 
parts thereof. 

( ii ) Height standards for candidates of the different age 
will normally be:

N . B . - On account of the lower age of candidates a margin 
of upto 2 " in height and l" in leg length may be given , pro 
vided it is cortified by the Medical Board that the candidate 
is likely to grow and come up to the required standard on 
completion of his training at the National Defence Academy. 


(c ) Chest. - The chest should be well developed with a 
mininium range of cxpansion of 2 inches . The candidate s 
chest will be measured by making him stand erect with his 
fect togethe , and his arms raised over his head . The tape 
will be 40 adjusted round the chest that its upper cdge 
louches the inferior angles of the shoulder - blades behind , and 
its lower clge the upper pult of the nippics in front. The 
aras will then be lowercu tu hung loosely by the wide . 
Care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards 
or backwards 60 as to displace the tape. The candidate 
will then be directed to take a deep inspiration several times , 
and the maximum and mininum expansions of the chest will 
be carefully noted . The minimum and maximum will then 
he recorded in inches , thus 83/ 35 , 34 / 36 ctc. 

In recording thc measurements, fractions of less than hall 
RD inch should not be noted . 

4 . Dental condition . 

It should be cnsured that a sufficient number of natural 
and sound teeth are present for efficient mastication ,
